A Dissnne Hesembling the Aslatie
Chelera Hreaks Ount at the Navy ¥Ward
~~Thirteen Deaths Since Saturday.
We lived through the summer heats without

Lthe dreaded approach of the cholera, and now
that the moderate temperature of the antumn
has arrlved, we were In hopes that we should
eutirely escape its ravages. Bal It seems that
the contrary Is to be Lhe case, for we are called
upon to-day Lo record the death of thirteen meon
in the naval service from & disense which has
been pronounced by the physiclans In attend-
ance Lo be the Aslatio cholara.

The outbreak of the disesss ovcurred on
HSalurday, the 18th inst,, on board the recelving
ghip Polomae whioh 18 now lying off the Navy
Yard in this oity. The Polomae 8 & third-rate
Irlgate of 24 guus, and 1726 tons, old measure
ment, which has been In sorvios as a recelving-

lurred to Lhis port, and altbough she may have

Toe Poltomae has been noder the command
of Captain John DeCamp, and at the outbreak
of the epldeniio on Saturday lnst was fliled to
16 utmost capacity with men, there being trom
three hundred and ity to four hundred on
board. These men have been subject to great
sunoyates and inconvenlenoce from the stifling
and sickening odors which arasent forth by a
large bone-bolllng establishment losated jast
1o the south of the Navy Yard, So terrible has
been the stench arising from this concern at
tinies, especially when a south or southwest
wind prevalled, that it has been found necessary
to close all the ports of the ship when the men
were atl thelr meals, the sickening odor deprl-
ving them of all desire for food. Huddiled to-
gether in theseclose quarters, with lHitlechance
lor exercise, in consequence of the erowded
sinte of Lthe vessel, It Is 0 matterof surprise that
some fatal malady has not beeun developed
before the present Uma. The ofMoers of the
Navy Yard, and the lart; foree of men em-
ployed in if, have lkowise suffered from the
proximity of this detestable nulsance. In the
waurmest weather during the past summer, i
has often been necessary Lo olose every window
to the oflices, quarters, snd barracks, Lo conse-
guence of the stenob. The laborers in the yvard
have repeatedly prolested against Lhe pest-
breeding establishment, but all attempts hithe
orto to effect ts removal have falled, throangh
the negligencs or apathy of our health antho-
rities. It will be remembered that tha Chatta-
noogh wis the scene of an eulbreak of cholora
Inkl year, when It was anchored In the same
locallty as the Potomae, and also that five men
employed 1o the Navy Yard wers suddenly
taken sick, one death resulting, At that time
Surgeon Macgowan, of the Chattanooga, re-
ported, without guslification, thal the odors of
this coneern were extremely detrlental to
health, We hop% that onr health anthorities
will at once toke hold of this matter, and cause
the nuisanes to be abated without any farther
eriminal delay.
Tne first death on board the Potomac ocourred
on Saturday, and the symptoms of the disease
were at once pronounced by the physiolans on
board Lhe vessel and in the yard Lo be those of
Aslatic cholersw SBines then, aboul forty of the
men on the Polomae have been affecled more
or less by the disease,and thirteen deaths have
niready ocourred, Those who have fallen vie-
tims 1o, the soourge are as follows, as far ay

In addition to these, two men, whosé names
have not been ascertalned, were removed to the
Naval Asylam, where they snocumbed to the
digense, Lale inst nlght, and early thls morn-
Ipg fonr more deaths resulted.

ﬁ {5 said that a lady who visited the infeoted
vossel on Balurday *llil slnce died. The two
men who died at the Noaval Asylum, It 1s
thought, were suflering from some other Jdisease,
but the exact state of thelr cases cannot be ns-
certalned s yet,

In the mejority of the fatal cases death ensued
within a few bours after the fArsl attack, the
suffercrs belng taken with diarrhoes, cramps,
vomiting, and all the kpown sywmptoms of
Aslntie cholvra. The disease isdescrived by the
pliysicians as exhibling a very bad Lype, which
vields very slowly lo the best known melhods
of trentment, As soon a8 the ¢pldemle ap-
peared, préparations were made to arrest iis

Ou Hunday, all hands on boeard the infecled
sbip who had not oxhibited symptoms of the
o ispeuse, were removed to the Constellation and
Floride, which are anchored near by,and the
Vatomae was At ouce placed under hospltal
regnluntions, But this did not avall, ss several
wire soon atinoked, and had to be transferred
to thelr old guariers, Noone excopt Lthe physl-
vlaps and purses, and those whose presence is
imperatively required, are permitied to visit
the vessel, although a number of women whose
relntives were on boArd have presenlgd thoms
relves to the officinls at the Navy Yard, and
sought admission.

It 1s8ald that when ths Potomas arrived at
thig port, ia June laat, it was deemed besi Lo
defer a lbnroufh fumigasion until the cold
wenther bad wet. Orders were thaerefore glven

Desgrrvorive Fire ar Lemitia Axp Cuessur
BTREETS,—About half-past 13 o'clock this morn-
Ing n destructive fire ocourred at the extousive
wholesale eolton warchouse of Handolph &

The eniive upper portion of the bullding,
which was s substantial brick one, four stories
in helgbt, and extending back on Letitin strost
about 150 feet, was enveloped In flames by the
tiwe the fire companies gol falrly under way,
and It was then apparent that the bullding was
n ooomed one, and the neighboring property
was In imminent danger,

Through the active exortions of the firemen,
however, the flames were confined Lo the Lhres
upper storles of the establishment. This por-
tion was uomglel.ely burned out, The lower
floor was stored with ootton in bales, and il was
thoroughly saturated with water, A few of the
brles ware rolled into the sireet by the fircmen,
uninjured.

Owing to there belng a tin roof on the burn-
ing bullding, the fiames were prevented from
commuunieating to the adjolniug stores on
Chesnut and Letitia streels,

Noa. 117 and 119 Chesnut streel, occupled by
Aunthony & Hnll, dealers in colion g 8. The
second story 1s ocoupled by Thorn & Walker
wool dealers. This bullding narrowly escap
catebing fire, but some damage was done to

oods by streams of water poared on the bulld-
ng. The fire was not enlirely extingulsbed
antll after 2 o'aloci this mnrninr.

While the fire was at lis height, one of the
ladders broke, and cast to the ground from a
considerable helght Mr, Charles Bohnider, of
the Americh Hose; Mr. Fellx Lynaoh, of the Per-
severance Hose; and Mr, Frank Pryor, of the
America Hose, The first named had an arm
broken, and the others were severely injurad
about the head and body.

Marder In Willlamsburg—A Man Kills
His Wife and Cuts His Throat,

A shocking murder and sulcide took
about 8 o'clock yesterday morning o Willla mk.
burg. At thal time Officer [ee, of the foriy-tifth
precinet, was pasalng nlong North Eighth
strect, and as he camo opposite tho house No,
06, pooupied by Thomas Mullane apd his wife,
bhe heard the terrified ory of a womah; whaore
upon he was about to enter tha house, Lo asoer.
tnin the cause of the tiouble, {t there should be
any, when Mrs. Mullane rushod out, her throat
outl wide open, and the blood flowing and spirt-
ing ont; with cutsirelohed arms she fell forward
upon the sidewalk, just aiter leaving the door-
mn)cr’hnnd almost instantly expired from loss of

o .

It was but a few moments before a large and
exoited throng gathered about tho dead woman,
and the oMeer wits about entering the basement
to discover the cause of (he murder when sud-
denly and unexpectedly Mullane started forth
holding In his hand the razor that had killed
his wife, and flourishing it with wild exclama-
tions, Hie wis in faot & manioe, and when the
policeman aitempted to secure him he dodged
about, whether for the purpose of attack or not
Is not egrtaln, but fnally ran away, and in
ranoning eut his own thront and then fall down
in the street, Ho wan Immedintely taken up
nud surgical aid procared, bat the self-Inflicted
wound was fatal and he died lo aboat an hour,

It was found, on examination, that Mallaue
lind selzed s wife by the halr unexprotadly,
nand drawing ber head backward, had oul her
throat In such a frightfal masusner that nothing
but the back muscles and vertebrn» were un-
divided, The carotid arteries and juguinr velns
wore cleanly divided, and the unfortunate
woman bled to death in a very short time. No
cnuse 18 assigned for the ierrible net, Mullane
was a native of Ireland, and was a Véry puas-
siopate and lmpetuous man, ke was about
thirty-elght years of ave, but far from belng
scttied down Intosteady life; had many times
been ln dnuiowua allrays and had otten bhroken
the peace. For aboul a year he has been
Junkmaup in the neighborho d of his erime and
death, and has more thun ouce appaared in the
Pollce Court becanss ol his lnhuman treatment
of his wife; and now bis bratulity haeas calmi-
nated In a murder which he dare notsurvive.
Abonl s year since be ussaulted a policeman,
and wes, in eonsequence, sentenced to the Penl-
tentiary, where he seérvod Lisallotied time.

On the 15th of last Jane be slhiot @ man and
nearly killed him, and was brought up before
Justlee Dikeman about & week ago for Lhe
offense, He plc{ulcd gulllty of nssanit with in-
tent o do bodily harm, and got off with five
duys In the Poonitentinry. The dve days oxplred
last Friday and he camo back to Willlamsburg,
